There arc now 30 Poor in the houfe, who are chiefly 
children, and ate principally empleyed in ftraw work: 22 out-peafioners 
receive 308. 2 week, The fariner fays he is not bound to give the Poor 
any particular diet, but geatrally obleryes the following bill of fare, viz.

Fi pasih of Adhford igfftumed on the borders of, but jaft out of the 
weald of Kent: it contains about 2000 acres: the rental of the parith is

wifthe inhabitants near 2090, of whom notabove rooare Diffenters, The 
Tapaene‘te shout 5s.

Laboureis are paid 1s. Sd. a day in winter, and 22. in fummer, Within 
thefe ten years, a market for cattle, (held at firft every month, but after- 
wards every fornight,) was eftablithed here, and bas proved of great fer- 
vice to the {mall farmers: before that period they were entirely atthe 
mercy of the butchers, but can now find a ready market, even for a few 
fheep, or a pig or two. Ao at naal fair for wool was likewife in(tituuet@ 
this plice lat year and promifes to preve of great utility, call then, all 
the wool produced in Romney Marth was'fold at once, for the fame price, 
without the fimalleft sega'd being psid.to ther goodaels or badnely ‘of it's 
quality : now, comparifons may be made at the fair, and various prices he 
given, acenrding to it's ‘extellence. Since the laft fthewing, che lowelt 
price has been £8, 105. thé#pack ; the highe £9. 5s. Before the pre- 
tent war, the higheft price was £ 15. the pack; but before the American 
war, the highe?t price here was only £9. the pack ; and near the end of the 
American war, the loweft price was £4. 108. the pack. The price, during 
the reigns of George the Firft and Second, was, at times, as high 2s it has 
been at any period in the prefent reign, except during the 5 years between 
1787 and 1793, in which it nearly doubled the ordinary peace price. _ 

Afliford hay been paved fubftantially and fatisfactorily, at not more than 
double the expence of what an AG of Parliament for this purpofe wfually 
cofis, The inhabitants, forpaately, were unanimous ; and the fum ‘necel- 
taty for the work, amounting to £ 300. was obtained, partly ftom the 
highway cefa, and partly raifed by fubleription, There is very little turns 
pike road in the parith. About 7 years.ago the highways were exetrable,

The Poor, in molt parts of Kent, ten years ago, always 
cat meat daily. they now feldom talle at in winter, except they relide ia 
a poor-houle, Private brewing, even amongtt fmall farmers, is at an“end. 
Lhe Poor drink tea at all their meals. This beverage, and bread, potatoes, 
and cheefe, conftitute their ufual diet. Labourers only eat barley or oat 
Incad Even houthold bread 1s fcarcely evér ufed: they buy the fineft 
avheaten bread, and declare, (what I much doubt,) that brown bread dif. 
orders their bowels, Bakers do not now maké, as they formerly did, 
nead of unfifted four atfome farmers houfés, however, it 1s fill made 
‘ot flour, as it comes from the mill; but this pra@ice is going much into 
ditule.

GREAT CHART. 


THE parith of Great Chart is fituated in the weald of Kent: it’s inha- 
bitants are all agricultural labourers, with the exception of one gentleman's 
family. The nominal rental of the parith is £ 2000. ; the actual rental 
£2500. There is no manufaGory in thie, or any other pasith in the 

weald 
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weald of Kent: 300 years ago, the woollen manufacture here was vely 
confiderable; it is fuppofed that the decreafe of fuel was the caule of its 
migrating to the coal countries, Molt of the gentlemen's families in the 
weald {prung from the woollen manpfacture; as in Suffex, many conl)- 
derable families have originated from the iron works ; which, from the fea 
city of fuel, are now abandoned".

COBHAM. 


THE parith of Cobham contains 2949 acres of land. The number of 
houfes which pay the window or commutation tax is 40, whereof 5 are 
double tenements: 29 are exempt, exclufive of the College, which con- 
tains 21 tenements. There are about 560 inhabitants, (all of the efta- 
Blithed religion,) who are folely employed in agriculture, Labourers 
wages for many years were 18d, a day, but lait year they were advanced 
to 20d, and are now, (March, 1796,) 2s. aday. The wages of wood- 
cutters, and of others who work by the piece, have lately advanced about 
one fixth. The rent of land varies,.according to its goodnefs, from 58. 
to £1. 18. an acre: the land tax is about 2s. od. in the pound on the net’ 
rental., The tithe of corn is taken in kind ; but all other produce is paid 
for by an ancient compofition. There are 3 ale-houfes in this parith,

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The farms are from 40 to 400 acres, and are moilly held by leales for 14 or 
as years : corn of all forts is grown here, but wheat is the principal article 
of cultivation, About 1000 acres of this parifh, confifting of Cobham park 
and woods, belong to the Earl of Darnley. There is a charitable foun- 
dation, called the New College, in the village of Cobham, fituated neat 
the church, built by truftees under the will of Sir William Brooke, Kur, 
Lord Cobham, for the reception, habitation, and fupport of 20 poor 
perfans from this and feveral adjoining parithes'. There is one Fiiendly 
Society, confifting of about 75 members, the rules of which have been 
confirmed by the Magiftratese Provifions, which in this part of the 
country ufually follow the prices of the London markets, have been ad- 
vanced at leaft 4 in the laft feven years, and many articles are doubled. 
Bread is now xsd, the quartern loaf; cheefe, from sd. to 8il. the pound ; 
falt butter, ro4d.; beef, 6d,; mutton, 6d.; pork, 7U, a pound, 

About 3 or 4 years ago, a houfe was provided for the Poor, who were 
farmed at 28. 9d. a week each ; the contractor received what they could 
earn; but this has been difcontinued, and it is now in contemplition to 
fet up an Howe of Induftry. The vfual diet of labourers is, bresd, 
butter, cheefe, pickled pork, and a little butcher's meat: potatoes, at this 
time, are a principal article in large families: wheaten bread, of the belt 
quality, is generally fed here; milk is very fearce.

THE parith of Hothfield is fitaated in the weald of Kent, and cons 
tains about 1244 acres of land.

Lands left for the relief of the Poor of Hothfield, and for the putting 
out poor children apprentices; wood allowed for fuel, &c. altogether 
produce about £50. a year; which fum is difributed by the feward of 
Hoilhfield j lace, to fuch perfons as are thought to be moft necellitous. 


There is likewile a free fehool, (which was endowed by the Thanet fa- 
mily,) wherein a matron, whofe annual falury is £10. inftruds poor 
children in reading, Sc. £4. a year were left for the repair of the {chool. 


There is neither work-houfe, nor houle of induftry, in the parifh; the 
indigent are relieved at home. Full half of the labouring poor are cer= 
tilicated perfons from other parifhes : the above-mentioned common, which 
affords them the means of keeping a cow, or poultry, is fuppofed to draw 
many Poor into the parifh ; certificated perfons are allowed to dig peat, 
"The inhabitants are, in general, healthy: in winter, however, agues are 
very common ; they are, principally, afcribed to low diet, Bread is the 
chief food of labourers ; in the winter they, ufually, eat meat about twice 
aweek. The litle liquor they drink is procured from the neighbouring 
town of Afhford : they feldom, however, can afford to purchafe beer, and 
in it’s place, have very generally, in this part of the country, fubftituted 
tea at every meal Private brewing is gone much into difufe; fome 
farmers, however, ftill brew their own beer.

"THE extent of the townthip of Bury is eftjmated at 34 milés in length, 
by 1 mile in breadth. 325 houles pay the window tax; the number 
exempted is, probably, greater, but could not be afertained. ‘The inha- 
bitants are employed in the cloth and in the cotton manufaéture; but, 
principally, in the latter, which is here carried on very extenfively in 
moft of its branches, 

There are in this townthip, 1 Prefbyterian congregation, 1 Methoditt 
ditto, and 1 Independent ditto, 

‘The prices of provifions are; beef, from 3}d. to sd. the pound; mur- 
ton, 5d.; veal, from sd. to 6d; pork, sd.; bacon, 8d.; frefh butter, 18.3 
falt butter, from 8d, to rod. ; potatoes, 6s. 6d. for 253 lb.; fhim-milk, 
4d, the quart; new milk, 3d, the quart. 

Manufaturers and other labourers are better paid here than at Man- 
chefter, 168, aweek are confidered as moderate earnings. ‘The wages in 
the woollen are much lower than in the cotton manufaéture. Women, 
by fpinning wool, do not earn more than 38, or 4x. a weeks common? 
labourers receive from 28, to 28. 6d. day; common mechanics, from 
2s. 6d, to 38. a day".

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‘There are 29 ale-houfes in the townthip of Bury; and 9 Friendly So- 
cities oftmen, and one of women, The former have all complied with 
the late AG ; the number of members in the clubs varies from 50 to 200: 
the average number is about rooin each. A Friendly Society of women 
was fet on foot two months ago, and, as yet, confills only of 35 members, 
‘They intend to apply to the next Quarter Seffions to have thete rules con- 
firmed. ‘The Society is governed by a mafter, 2 fewards, and 2 affitt- 
‘ants to the ftewards, who are to be chofen annually, by the members, 
from the hufbands or fathers of the women who are members: their 
duty is to collect the fub{eriptions, to make difburfemtents according to the 
rules, to vifit the fick, to endeavour to keep good order at the meetings, 
and in fhort to have the management of the whole concerns of the So- 
ciety. The entrance money is 24. 6d. to the fund, 4d. for articles, and 
2d. to be fpent; the fubfcription to be paid at the meetings, (which are 
quarterly,) is 1s. 6d. to the box, and ad. to be fpent. Every member of 
2 years ftanding, on her lying-in, receives 108. 6d. from the box, (paid. 
on the firft notice of fuch ao event,) and the farther fum of 1d. from each 
of the members, paid her at the next quarterly meeting after her deli- 
very. This is all the relief allowed to a lying-in woman, during the 
firft month; but if her illnefs continues longer, the is entitled to the 
fame relief that is given to other fick, lame, or infirm members; and 
in cafe of death, thofe, who have the charge of her funeral, are en~ 
titled to the fame allowance from the Society, that is granted on the

A member of two years ftanding, 'ten~ 
dered incapable of working at her daily calling, by ficknels, lementefiy 
ot other infirmity, not occafioned by an irregular courfe of life, ia allowed 
4s. weekly, during the firft 3 months of her ilinef; 36. a week for the 
next 3 months; and 2s. a week during the remainder of her incapacity. 
‘The allowance is to be pad by the ftewards, who, by turns, vifit the fick, 
every week, if the place of refidence is not more than 3 miles diftant 
from the club-room ; but, if more than 3 miles off, the fick prfon muftefend 
once a month a certificate of her illnefs, figned by the minifter and two of 
her neighbours, in order to be entitled t6 the weekly allowance.

68 rateible houféo. the number exempted could not be alcertained ; it 
probably excceds the number of chargeable hous, The occupations of 
the inhabitants are extiemely various. Several perfons are employed in a 
(ul cloth manufause; a few in cotton-printing, Ship-building is carried 
on to aconfiderable extent. There ate many artifans and mechanics in 
the town. Various articles of upholftery arc made here, for cabinet- 
makers yn London ; a clear proof, notwithfanding the great demand for 
labour in Lanca(hire, that (uch kid of worl can be performed cheaper 
here than in the metropolis. 

Common labourers earn 28. and 2s. 6d. a day; mafons, 38,; common 
carpenters, 3% The canal now cutting between Liverpool and Kendal, 
palles very near this town, and affords conftant employment to all that aie 
inclined to work, 

‘The prices of provifion are: beef, from gid. to 4id. the pound; mut. 
ton, from 4d. to 5d., veal, from 4}d. to sd. ; pork, 6d.; bacon, 81d. ;

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‘ThaPpor-ate partly fupported in a work-houfe, and partly at home.

One woman fpins filk; and one 
labourer is fent out to work: his weekly earnings, at prefent, amount to 
12a; and exceed what is earned by all the other Paupers in the houfe.

‘There are at prefent 158 names, or families, on the out-penfion lift: 
their weekly allowances amount to £11. About £30, a month are paid 
to cafual poor, including” militia-men’s families, &c. 


‘The work-houfe, which” was buile a few years ago, Mande on an cle- 
vated healthy ficuation on the common, whereof about 13 or 14 acres 
have 
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Hiyyp bapa enclofed for the ufe of the Poor. In each room there are 2 
beds, whigh are partly filled with chaff, and partly with ftraw : neatnefs and 
regulasity ére much attended to. 4 cows are generally kept, from which 
negr 20: are annually made by fale of the butter ; none of which is ufed 
in the hole, except for the fick, and the governor and governcls. ‘The 
average number of Poor in the houte is from 55 to Go; about 6 die ms 
nually out of the houfe, but no regifter is kept of deaths. “Lhe buil | 
ing cplt £2000. ; near £1500. of which were paid by a feparate Rat 
£550 were paid out of the laft 6 years Poor's Kates. 

About 120 Ib. of beef are uled weekly in the work-houfe. 

Tt is ftated in an old book, that in 1740 there were 10 perfons in thi, 
work-houfe, and that, in 1727, 20 perfons were relieved ; but it does nt 
appear whether they were in, or out of, the houfe. 

‘The bill of fare is occafionally altered by the mafler of the work-houfe;

‘The above is the general diet in fummer, and at other times while 
they have plenty of milk: when milk is fcarce, the Poor have 3 Ltoth 
Dreakfafts, and 4 milk-pottage breakfalis, a week; and hafty-pudding 
for fupper every night. Oat-cake leavened is the common bread ufed in 
Lancafhire. It is preferred to any other. Very little cheefe is confumed 
in labouters’ families, Their breakfalt ufually coniifls of milk’ pottage or 
hatty-pudding, which is here called water pottage: and dinner, of pota- 
oes with a little butter, and falt : fith, bacon, or butcher's meat are added, 
according to the feafon, and circum(tances of the family. Ironed clogs, 
which are muth cheaper, more durable, and more wholefome, than ihoes,

The following are the moft material of the rules of the Loyal Union 
Society, they appear to have been drawn up with great attention ; and 
are, in many relpeas, extremely judicious, Molt of the Societies in 
this part of England are fenfible of the advantage refulting from segular 
forms, for declarations of members on admiffion, applications fiom the 
fick, and certificates of death, &c. . they are therefore printed at the end 
of the articles, for the information of the members. 1 have tran{eribed a 
few of the molt per(picuous; and think they might be adopted, with great 
advantage, in the Friendly Societies in the South of Fnglind; perhaps too, 
it might be advifeable for Clubs to provide printed forins, (for the ufe of 
fick members, &c.) of fuch fhapes and dimenfions, that they might be re- 
ularly entered, and folded in the general accounts of the Society. 


2, This Society thall confit of one prefident, two ftewards, one clerk, 
two wardens, two treafurers, three auditors, and as many members as 
the Society fhall think proper. 

That no perfon be admitted into this Society who is under the age 
of gighteen or abave the age of thirty-fix years; and if any perfon 
fhould gain admittance by concealing his age, he thall be excluded ; 
and any member that is, or may hereafter become acquainted with 
fuch fraud, fall immediately make it known to the officers, or pry a 
fine of five thillings. 

It is further agreed, that any perfon who is admitted into this So- 

ciety, 
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ciety; being abeve the age of thirty-fix, thall pay.che Tame eatrance as 
otherepand live fhillings for every year above thirty-fix, and in pro- 
portion for the odd paits of the year if it fhould fo happen, and fhall 
be fubyeét to the fame rules as the other members.

7 Gomen were aailed by the town of Liverpool, in purluance of the 
Jie AU for saanning the Navy ; fo that reckoning one man for 68 rate= 
able houfes, (the proportion which has been obferved in moft pars of 
J ngland,) we may eflimate the number of houfes fubjeét to the window- 
tay at 5100; and the number of houfes exempted at about 4000. 
‘The number of inns and ale-boufes is 917; fo that every tenth houfe, at 
leaft, is a publichoufe. The magiftrates, however, are certainly extreme- 
ly attentive to this branch of police, and reduce the number of unneceffary 
public-houles, whenever a fair opportunity offers. It is faid that a few 
years ago, there were/1 500. 

‘The fubyoined tables exhibit the growth of population in Liverpool 5 
the great progrefs of it's commerce; and the ftill more rapid increafe of 
its Poor's Rates. It is, however, confoling to refleét, that, notwithftand- 
ing, this apparent difproportion, the refources of wealth are more than adee 
quate to the calls of charity ; and that the Poor of Liverpool, although 
more numerous, and proportionably more expenfive than they were 30 
years ago, are yet lefs burthenfome to the town, than when it's trade was 
Jefs lourifhing, and it's parochial expenditure more contracted. 

It is hardly neceffary to add, that every branch of employment, con- 
neéted with foreign commerce, is here carried on with great exertion, and 
great fuccefs. The neighbourhood of Manchefter is, perhaps, more conge~

rage increafe of people in 1793 within the work-houfe, and fill more 
without doors, the great advance in the prick of the neceffaries of life, and 
the expence of feveral additional buildings, it appears from the treafurer's 
accounts, that a furplus of £4000. was expected at theclofe of the year 1794. 
From the following comparifon of the houle expences ia 1792 and 
1793, with thofe of the two preceding years 17g¥ and 1791, it is ob- 
vious, that the annual expence of a Pauper in the work-houfe does not 
exceed £7 a fum, which may be deemed moderate, when compared with

IN the great manufaQuring town of Manchefler, the prefervat‘on of pa- 
tochial records hus beeu almoft wholly negleded ; and, of courfe, very little 
corredt information, 1lative to the Poor, can be obtained. The following 
is the {ublance of various accounts from the parith officers, who feemed to 
be very willing to make every commupication in their power, It {bould, 
however, be remarked, that Manchefler is much divided into. partics re- 
fpedting the adminiftration of parochial concerns; and that rong charges 
of negligence and mifconduet have been made againft many of the perfons 
vofled with the management of the Poor. Muy pamphlets have been 
publithed on both fides of the queflion 5 but, whether the complaints of the 
aifociated Ley-payers', or the defence of the parith officers, will afford the 
public much ufetul information, relative to the a€ual flate of the Poor in 
Manchelter, o1 to the excellencies or defedls of the tyftem there adopted for 
their maintenance and rehef, the little knowledge I have acquired on the 
fubjcél does not cn ible ane to dete. mine.

‘The Poor within are principally employed in winding yarn: particulars 
of their work and diet are not eafily attainable at prefent, as a malignant 
fever now rages with great violence in the houfe, and renders it unfafe to 
enterit, A detached houfe or apartment is much wanted for perfons in- 
feted with contagjous diforders ; and it is faid to be in contemplation to 
build one next year. 

‘The following are the moft material of the Rules, lately publifhed, for 


the government of the houfe, 
Rules, 
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Ruke for the Governor and Matron. 


No Pauper fhall be received into the houfe without an order fiom one 
of the church-wardens or overfecrs. 

2, The following boohs fhall be accurately kept, according to the forms 
preferibed in cach : 

No. 1. The admiflion and difcharge book. 
2. A bovkh of receipts and difburfements, 
3+ Ditto ditto, abfiaéted under various heads. 
4 A weekly account of allrthe provifion received into the 
houfe, and from whom received. 
+ A lift of the In-poor, with theienges, &c. 
6. A ledger, Dr and Cr. for the houfe. 

3s The relatibos and friends of Paupers thall not be permitted to vifitthem 
without an order as aforefaid. 

4, No Pauper thall be placed in the wards without previous carefull exu~ 
mination—clean wathing—and (if the church-wardens and overfcers 
think neceflary) new eloathing—thc old cloaths to be well cleanfed and 
fumigated, and laid by againft the Pauper's difcharge (if {uch difehayge 
is probable) to be then exchanged for the houfe cloaths. 

5, That for the more effeCtually maintaining perfect order and good 
government in the houfe, if any perfon fhall profancly cuife or fear, 
of appear to be in liquor, he {hall be immediately confined in the ftocks, 
by order of the vifiting committee or governor, for any time not ex- 
ceeding four hours: or if any perfons having permiffion to go out of 
the houfe, thall not return within the time allowed, or thal] return drunk 
or diforderly, or thall be otherwile refractory or difobedient to the rea~ 
fonable orders of the governor or matron ; or if they fhall pretend fick~ 
nefs, or make any falfe excufe in order to avoid working ; 0 if they 
thal] wilfully deftroy or {poi any materials or implements; or if they 
thall be guilty of dithoneft pradtices, breach of trutt, lewd, indecent, 
immoral or diforderly bebaviour, or of any other mifchief or tranfzref 
fion repugnant to the peace and well-being of the houfo, they dball be 
admmenithed or confined, according ‘to the magnitude of their-offences, 
at the difcretion of the viliting committee or governor, anid the cafe

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be reported to the next weekly board, when the offender, upon con- 
‘vidtion, fhall be fentenced to fuffer fuch corporal puniiment, conline- 
ment, tafk-work, diftin@ion of deefe, alatement of dict, or lofs of 
gratuity, as the board fhall yudge proper, agreeably to the powers 
yelted in them by the act. 

6, The doors of the houfe and court fhall not be opened before fix in 
the morning, nor after eightin the evening, from Lady-day to Michacl- 
mas: From Michaelmas to Lady-day, opened at eight in the moruing ; 
thut, at fix in the evening 

7, An accurate lift of each Pauper in the houfe fhall be made every quar- 
ter; two, or more of the church-wardens and overfeers being preterit. 

8, All the beds (hall be Mheeted once a month, and in proper weather 
they fhall be beaten and bruthed in the open air. 

9, The children's heads, hands, cloaths, and beds, fhall be kept clean : 
clean linen thail be given to cach Pauper every Saturday evening, and 
the foul linen received every Sunday morning. All the Poor thal! be in 
bed by nine in the fummer, and eight in the winter; at which hours, 
all fires and candles thal! be put out, except in the fick-ward. 

10, No tea, tobacco, or fpirituous liquors fhall be-brought into the houfe, 
without an order from the furgeon, or weekly board. 

11, Immediate notice of ficknefs thall be given to the furgeon, and his di- 
redtions refpeéting the diet of the fick thall be firi@ly followed. 

72, The men poor fhall be fhaved, at leaft, once a week; the children's 
hair cut, as often as necelfary. 

13, The finen and wearing apparel fhail be made and mended by the Poor. 

14, The coals thalf be locked up, and the key intrufted to a proper perfon, 
who ‘hall deliver out the fame as the governor and matron fhall 
dire. ’ 

15,No perfon filling any @atién in the-houfe fhall either dire@ly or indi- 
reQly take any fee or gratuity from any tradefinan dealing with the 
township, on pain of difmiffion; and any tradefman offeriug fach fee 
or gratuity, fhall be difqualified from ferving the boufe in future. This 
rule (hall be advertuled twice every year, the firft weck in January, and 
firit week in July, in the Manchefter papers; as alfo acantion to the 
keepers of lodging-hotfes, not to teke in and harbour fingle pregnant 
wemen who donot belong to the tewa; and offering a reward to any

(6, The men and boye fhall not entef the whinen’s or girls’ apartments :

17, The governor, or matron, thall not on any occafion be abfeat at the 
Jame time, or go out of town without leave from the weekly board ; 
neither thalt they, or any other officer or officers in the poor-houfe, 
encourage any perfon or perfons to come or remain there, but on the 
bufinefs of the township. 

18, ‘Lhe quantity of provifions fhall be allotted according to the bill of fare 
agreed upon from time to time by the weekly board. The Poor hall 
breakfaft, dine, and fup together in the dining-hall, cxeept {uch only 
ag are by age and infirmity rendered unable, or improper obje€is to at- 
tend in that place, of whom proper care muit be taken in feparate upart~ 
ments, 

1g, The governor and matron thal take care that the larder, kitchen, back- 
kitchen, and other offices, together with ,the utenfils and furniture 
thereof, be kept Sweet, clean and decent; that the dining-hall, tables 
and feats be cleaned immediately after each meal, and the feveral wards 
or dormitories every morning before, or immediately after breakfalt, 
when the windows thereof fhall be throwa open, the doors locked, and 
the keys delivered to them; and the firidteft cleanlinefs and depency 
fhall be obferved in every part of the houfe. 

20, The governor shail take care that grace be faid before and after meat; 
read, or caufe to_be read, prayers every morning before breakfaft, and 
every evening before fupper; that every perfan in the houfe, not necef- 
farily engaged elfewhere, be required to attend ; and that a lift of ab- 
fentees, if any, be laid before the dest weekly based. ,.. 

21, The Poor thall be called up by-risg of bell, and fet to fuch work as 
their feveral abiifties will permit, from fix o'dlock bs the morning to fix 
in the evening, from the fitft-of Marth to the middle of O@tober; and 
from feyen in the morning sill fuch hour at night as the direars may 
appoint, from the middte'of O@ober to the firit of March ; being al- 
lowed half ‘an hour at breakfaft, and an hour at dinner. That never- 
thelef they thai! not work on Sundays; Saturday afternooas from four 

o'clock; 
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‘e'etack ; Good Friday Ghriftmasday and the two following days, and 
Monday and Tuefday ia Eafter and Whitfun weeks. That in otder 
to excite the Poor to induftry, lich fewards and gratuities thall be dif 
tributed to the indufirious and fleilful, ia proportion to the quantity 
and perfeétion of their work, as to the church-wardens and overfeeis 
fhall feem reafonable.

+23, The matron thall deliver to the laundrefs an inventory of articles to be 
wathed, by which the articles returned from wathing (hall be compared, 
and the account laid before the weekly board. 

@4, The matron thall take care that fuch girls as are of proper age be, by 
rotation, employed and inftruéted, a8 much as may be, in cookery, 
houfewifery, wathing, fcouring, and fuch other work as may belt 
qualify them for fervice. 

25, An inventory and appraifement of all the fixtures, furniture, and work- 
ing implements, thall be laid before the weekly board once in each year, 
‘by the governor; in which Shall be particularly Specified fisch new fur- 
niture and implements as have been purchafed within the year, And 
a clear ftate of the year’s account fhall be then made ont by him. 

26, The governor and matron fhall fee that all the fervants, and perfons 
employed in the houfe, perform their duty in their refpettive depart- 
ments; and that thefe laws, rules and ordinances be carried into full 
effect, i 

The chaplain of the howfe thal read prayers, and preach a fermon ta the 
Poor at the time appoirtted by the weekly board ; adminifter the facra- 
ment, onct a quarter; catgchife the children and others, once a week 5 vilit 
the fick ; {uperintend the felnéolmalters, and perform the other duties of his 
fun@ion. . 

Ars apothecary thall be anauistly appointed, who thall, By himifelf, or his 
approved deputy, daly atend and adminifter propet medicines to fuch fick

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As the perfoaal, camfnrt of the .Pgor, the infieuaion and morals af the 
younger part of them, their attention to labour, and the cecconomical ma- 
‘nagement of the houfe, depend much upon a confant and vigilant infpec- 
Lidg into its interior concerns, there shall .be .always two or more over~ 
seers appointed by written notice from, the weekly board, ag a yifiting com- 
mittee, cach to act a fortnight, and then to be fucceeded by others in ro- 
tation ; but that no new overfeer may, from want of experience, be at 2 
lofs how to execute the office of vifitor, at the end of every week ope of 
them to go out, and another be affociated with the remaining vifiter ap- 
pointed the week before, by whom he will be attended the week enfuing, 
The vifiting committee are daily, or as often as polfible, to attend the houfe, 
to fvc that the Poor, particularly the fick, be taken care of, and regularly at- 
tended by the apothecary and nurfes ; that all infeQtious perfons be removed 
to the apartments appointed for their reception; that the {choolmafters 
and miftreffes do their duty , that the working Poor be diligent in their re~ 
f{peive employments ; that the houfe be kept clean, the windows of the 
Alormitories be kept open in the day-time, and the doors of thofe rooms be 
locked, ‘That they compare the flour fent in with the famples ; examine 
the bread, beer, and other provifions ; enquire into the complaints and the 
offences of the Poor; and enter in a book kept for that purpofe, whatever 
obfervations ftrike them as material. 


‘One or more fchoolmafters and miftrefies that be appointed, who fhafl 
keep the children in good order, and inftra& them in reading and other 
cufeful branches ; fuch as are not employed in the manufactory or work of 
the houfe, to be taught from eight to eleven in the morning, and from one 
to four in the afternoon ; and fuch as are fo employed, at thofe Bours when 
they can be beft pared Frora their work:

Rules for the Poor in the Honfe 


1, That they obey the governor and matron in all their reafonable 
‘commands, 

>, That they demean themfelves orderly and peaceably, with decency and 
cleanlinefs. 

3) That they never drink to excefs. 

4, That they be diligent at their work. 

5, That they work from fix o'clock in the morning till fix at night, in 
fummer ; and from feven o'clock in the morning till fuch hours in the 
evening as the direétors fhall appoint, in the winter; except Satur- 
day afternoons, from four o’clock ; and on Good-Friday, Chriftmas- 
day, and the two days following ; and Monday and Tuefday in the 
Ealter and Whitfun weeks, which are to be regarded as holidays. 

6, That they do not pretend ficknefs, or other excnfes, to avoid their 
work. 

7 That they do no wilful damage, But execute their work to the belt 
of their abilities : fuch gewards and gratuities thall be diftributed to the 
induftrious and fkilful, in proportion to the quantity and perfeQion 
of their work, as to the church-wardens and oyeilecrs thall feem rea~ 
fonable. (Manchefler Aa, § 39-) 

8, That they regularly attend divine fervice on Sundays, and prayers 
before breakfaft and fupper every day. 

9, That they go to breakfaft, to dinner, and to fitpper, in the dining- 
hall, when fainmoned by ring of bell.

weekly bustd of overivers, according to the powers velted in them by

Thefe ruls fhall be read to the Poor in the houle, by the governor, on 
the firft Monday in every month.

Manchifter is divided into 14 diftriéts, in cach of which there are from 
‘one to tour overfeers; whofe bufinefs is to difiribute immediate relief to 
fuch per {ons sis require it; to colleét information relative to fingle women 
in a Nate of pregnancy ; to vifit the Poor fiequently, and report the fate 
of them to the weekly board, held at the poor-houfe, /\ full account of 
the numbcr of out-poor, in all the diltriéts, could not be obtained; but 
fome gencial idea of their number may be formed from a printed ftate- 
ment of the overiecrs of the third diftri@, which is one of the moft popu- 
fous. I:om thence it appears, thar the number of perfons in the various 
families iclieved, between 14th May and ift O&ober 1795, was 957; and 
that the fum diftributed amongft them amounted to £565. 9s 3d. Three- 
fourths of the perfons in the lift are females. The weekly allowances to 
each are not flated ; but in the printed rules, drawn up by the church- 
wardens and overfeers in May 1794, itis obferved, as a {Srt of general 
direGion to the diftri& overfeers, that in the moft extreme cafes of fick- 
nefs, and however numerous the family may be, the relief had not, for 
any one family, exceeded feven shillings and Gxpence a week, and a 
Smaller fum in proportion to the family. From the information of Mr. 

4 Edgley, 
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Edgley, the general overfeer, it appears, that 18. 6d. a week 1 the ufual 
out-pay to a grown perfon, and 1s a week toa child. Except in cafes of 
ficknefs, which demand immediate relief, the diftri& overfeers furnith fuch 
claimants, as they think proper obyeéls, with an order upou Mi. Fdgley, 
He pays moft of tt out-poor, and ays that the number of famihes re- 
ceiving a weekly allowance is about 1190, and that the weekly difburfe- 
ments, on their account, amount to about £150. About 159 of thele families, 
howeyer, belong to other parilhes, for which Mancheiter is rcimburfed, 
as well as for feveral militia families, 68 of which here reccive parochial 
aid. 

The flagnation of bufinefs, fince the war, has induced many thoufand 
manufacturers to eater his Muyefty’s lervice: this, in a great meafure, 
accounts for the late increafe in the Pooi's Rates, and the exceflive num- 
ber of neceffitous females, who have no longer their hufbands here to 
maintain them. 

The prefent treafurer, who has not been many months m office, has 
formed the following eftimate of the probable future expenditure for the 
Poor:

At Chriflinas 1788, there were in the townthip of Manchefter, (a {mall 
part of which is detached from. the town,) 5916 houfes, 8570 families, 
and 42821 perfons; in the townhhip of Salford, about 1260 houles. The 
whole number of perfons, therefore, at that period, in the town of Man- 
chofter, ‘might be eftimated at near 50009; a very rapid increale of num-

The town 
would have fuffered much more feverely than it has done, by the flagna- 
tion of bufinefs, had not the Navy and Army carried off thofe fuperfluous

On the fubjeét of Poor's Rates, the parith officers cither could not, or 
would not, furnifh any fatisfa@ory account. They fay they fettle their 
accounts quarterly, and do not preferve their old books. The few books 
that were vilible, appeared to be kept in a very confufed manner, The 
fubjoined ftatements of parochial expenditure, from January 1, 1794, 
to July 1, 1795, were furnithed by the veltry-clerk; and the Poor's 
Rates of 1793, 1794, and 1795, fupplied by one of the tax-gatherers. I 
have added the years 1776, 1783, 1784, and 1785, from the Returns made 
to Parliament in 1736.

A new woik-houfe was lately ereéted near the town, on which occafion 
the following paper was publifhed, which it is thought proper to infert; as 
itin fome degtce points ont the mode of maintaining the Poor hereafter 
intended to be" purfued in the townthip of Prefton : 


“ Tne motives for the creétion and eftablifhment of the work-houfe at 
Prefton, arc to train up the children of the Poor to habits of induftry, re~ 
ligion and virtue, that they may be ufeful members of focicty ; to furnith 
employment for the Poor of all ages, and oblige them to earn their own 
fopport, fo far as their Arength and ability will admit; to prevent idlenefs, 
Uiffipation and vice ; and to provide a comfortable afylum for the delerv 
ing, whom age, difeale or infirmity, have difabled froin purfuing their va~ 
rious employments. 


To effeét thefe purpofes, the following rules and regulations are adopted: 


1, That the prefent committee of feven a& as dire€tors, who fhall con- 
tinue in office fix calendar months, when feven others thal! be propoled 
by them, and eloéted by a majority of the poor tax-payers, who are 
sated at £15. per annum, at a parifh meeting to be con\encd tor that 
purpofe; and that each committee, fo to be from time to time elected, 
fhall remain in office for x calendar months ; fuch half-yearly elec- 
tions to take place on the firft Monday in January, and firft Monday 
in July, in every year.

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2, That a fteward or mafter of the work-houle, and alfo a matron, fhall be 
appointed and removable by a majority of the committee for the time 
being. 

3, That William Smith hall be appointed clerk, to keep the accounts and 
enter the proceedings of the committee in the book kept for that pur- 
pofe, and be removable by a majority of the committee for the time be= 
ing, at a {pecial meeting to be called for that purpole, 1n cale of his mif- 
condua. 

4; That two overfeers of the Poor fall be yearly appointed, who thall lay 
and colleét the rates, and depofit the amount where the m yority of the 
committee fhall from time to time determine at a fpecial meeting, 

5, Lhat the overfeers, and alfo the clerk, or, in cufe of ficknels or abfence 
on neceffary bufinels, another officer in his place and ftead, attend each 
weekly court before the hour of 10 in the forenoon. 

6, That they make themfclves acquainted with the {itvations, cheum= 
{tances and charaQers of perions applying for relief, atid teport the fame 
to the commi.tee. 

7, That they do not pay any rcnts whatfoever, and that they do not de- 
fray any lying-in expences, or relieve any Pauper whatfoever, but by 
the written order of the magiftrates, or the weekly court. 

8, That they do not order or engrge to defray the expence of any coffin 
or other funeral charges, without the written confent of three of the 
committee. 

0, That they give notice to the weekly court, of ull perfons likely to be- 
come chargeable, who may come to refide within the townlhip, aot 
belonging thereto, nor bringing certificates from their lafl legal places 
of {ettlement, within forty days of their fo coming to refide thercin, 
according to the dircétions of the Act, 

10, That they ufe tlicir utmoft endeavours to obtain the earlieft informa~ 
tion of all fingle women in a flate of pregnancy refideat within the 
towulhin, und give notice thereof to the next weekly court. 

11, Thit they keep rezular accounts of their weekly pay, occafional relicf, 
and other incidental expences, and produce the fame once a weck to 
the comimuttee at their meeting, in order to their being examined and 
allowed, 

12, That 
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32, That they infert in their books, the names, ages, number of family, 
fate of health and refidence of the Poor relieved by order of the magi- 
{irates or the Committee, as before mentioned. 

13) That they deliver all cerubcates, pales, orders of removal, orders of fili- 
ation, letters, and all othe: papers refpecting the Poor, to the nest 
weekly court after receiving the fame, in ordet to their being filed by 
the clerk. 

14 That no Pauper fhall be removed to the place of his or her fettlement, 
or any appeal made againfl any orde: of :emoyal, without having the 
cafe firft confidered and reconimeuled by the committee at their 
weekly court. 

13, That no weekly pay be allowed to the out-poor, (children at nurfe ex- 
cepted,) unlefs in cafes of lunacy, fichnels, or where their admiffion into 
the honfe fhall be judged improper by the weekly court. 

16, That childien fhall not be taken into the houfe before they are two 
years old, of continued at nurfe, (except in very particular cafes,) after 
the age of four 

a7, That where famulics arc too large to maintain themfelves by their own 
labour, the mode of relief (hall be by taking one or moxe of the chil 
dren into the houfe, ot binding them apprentices, at the difcretion of 
the committee, 

18, That no Pauper whatfoever be admitted into the houfe without a 
written order of the magiftrates or weekly court, or in cafes of emer 
gency the like order from three of the committee. 

19, That no cloathing whatfoever be allowed to the out-poor, except in 
cafes of ficknefé, when the wechly court, or, if immediately neceffary, 
three of the committee may exercife a diferctioniry power. 

20, That Paupers admitted into the houfe, for temporary rclief only, Mall 
not be deprived of their houthold goods or other property. 

21, That an apothecary be half-yearly appointed, and removable by a 
majority of the committee, who fhall, by himfelf, or his approved de- 
puty, duly attend, and admtinifter proper medicines to fuch fick poor, 
both within and out of the houfe, who may be put under his care by 
the committee ; and that he hall make a weekly report to the court 
‘of their names and cafes in a book provided for that purpofe. 

22, That 
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22, That a caution be given twice every year, the firft week in January 
and firft week in July, by advertifement, that no perfon take jg and 
harbour fiugle women pregnant or not, who do not belong to the 
townthip, and offering a reward to any perfon giving information 
where fuch women are harboured and concealed. 


33) That the fteward and matron refide within the houfe. That they 
both be not abfent on any occafion at the fame time; and that neither 
of them be out Iater than eight o'clock at night, without written leave 
from three or more of the committee.” 


A debt of £ 2200. ftill remains, in confequence of the eredtion of this 
houfe ; befides which, the parith owes feveral bills, amounting, in the 
whole, to near £ 1000, The eftimate of the weekly expences of provifions 
for a Pauper in the houfe, which was furnithed by the vellry-clerk, does 
not comprehend the whole charge of cach perfon: befides provifions, the 
articles of apparel, fundries, work-thop, coals and wood, as far as they re= 
late to the work-houfe, and the expence of the building, fhould be taken 
into the account.

The work-houle ts built on a tolerable plan, but wants apartments for 
the luk, ‘Ihee ate 4 or 5 beds in a room. the bed-fteads arc made of 
iron, and the beds ae ftuffid with chaff. white-wafhing and other means 
of keeping the houfe elev, fem rather negleéted. It is faid that about 
15 dic in a year in the honfe, About zo acres of land were inclofed from 
the common, for the ufe ot the houfe, for keeping cows, horles, and pigs; 
ruifing potatoes, &c, : this plot of ground is much improved by’culti- 
vation. Nothing is manufa@ured for the ule of the houfe. The boys 
and girls are employed in weaving callicoes, till they are able to earn their 
living elfewhere. Old women wind cotton; a few, who can work, are 
employed in hufbandry, gardening, and othe: occupations : no account 
of thcir earnings could be obtained.

WARRINGTON. 


‘THE town and townthip of Warrington, in 1781, contained 1944 
houfes, and 8791 inhabitants": fince that period, the population has not 
increafed, ‘The pastth regifter affords the following annual averages :
